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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments (7/30/07 Remarks: page 7, line 10 - 
page 8, line 2) have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive . 

Applicant argues (page 7, lines 10-17) that drawing a 
distinction between image data to be printed (the claimed 
invention) and image data that has already been printed (the 
Helterline et al reference) . 

However, this distinction is based on Applicant's proposed 
Amendment After Final to the independent claims (claims 1 & 12) . 
This amendment raises a new issue of patentability after Final 
Rejection, and for that reason has not been entered. 

Applicant further argues (page 7, lines 17-18) that 
printing conditions in the claimed invention are based on dot 
size, and that this is another feature not disclosed or 
suggested by Helterline et al . 

In the 3/30/07 Final Rejection, Examiner has cited a 
disclosure in Helterline (Abstract; column 4, line 45 - column 
5, line 32) of printing condition regulation based on ink dot 
size. Applicant has not specifically addressed this element of 
the Helterline disclosure or Examiner's application of it to the 
claim language. Also, as noted above, the newly added 
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recitations pertaining to this point in Applicant's proposed 
Amendment After Final have not been entered.
